Report of First Comptroller Matthew*. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 39.—First Comp- 


troller Matthews, in his report, states 
tlmt 20,023 accounts, involving- $5,259,- 


604.08, were examined in his office 


during the past year. Attention is nlso 
directed to tho fact that many govern- 
ment officials hold two or more offices, 
anil receive a salary foreuch. Ho says: 
'It is not a question for the treasury 
[lopartment to determine how many of- 
fices oue person may hold, or how 
many salaries ho may receive; that 
question is entirely with congress, but 
it is important that the compensation 
:o be puid and the number of offices a 
jerson may hold should be clear and 
well-deflned, to the end that illegal 
payments shall not be made." 


Comptroller Matthews, in discussing1 


'ntato claims,1' asks that a limitation 
ue placed by congress upon the time 
:,liey may be illod, und sayd until con- 


aa acts In tho matter ho will not re- 


ceive claims past due twenty years. 


Ho roeummiiiids that the appropria- 


tion known as the "deposits by in- 
livitlimls for souurinff public landfa" be 
uuvL-red into the treasury, as the large 
balanuo is a constant menace and a 
standing invitation for the presenta- 
tion of fraudulent claims. 


Tho collodion of balances duo the

Trout Planting In the Yellow*.ton* Na- 
tional Park a Buooeia. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 29.—Tho experi- 


ments made by the United States fish 
jommissioner in 1889 and 1890 with trout 
n tho waters of the Yellowstone ua- 
tioual park have proved successful. The 
commissioner sent Prof.Evorman to the 
ogion last summer to ascertain the re- 
ults of the planting, and has received 
from him a report to the effect that 
specimens weio obtained of brook, 
Looh Leven, rainbow and black spot- 
,cd in the stocked streams, all of them 
n excellent condition, and conveying 
nformation of the presence of Von 
Behr trout in Ness Perces creek. 
The 


brook and Loch Levcn trout, were 
planted in 1889. spawned in 1890, and 
some of their progeny were collected. 


Shoshone and Lewlfa lakes were 


stocked In the fall of 1890 with lake 
and Loch Leven trout 
The latter 


species were found in goodly numbers 
n the mouth of Heron creek, tributary 
,o Shoshone lake, and Mr. Elwood 
loefer, the well-known guide in the 
mtional park, saw trout rise in Sho- 
shone October 7, about seventy-five 
yaids from the shore 
He also discov- 


;red trout in the Nez Perces creek Octo- 
jer 9 The evidence of the success of 
transplanting is, therefore, conclusive 
ind encourages renewed efforts in the 
same direction.

that no delay will ensue In their reaoblng 
tho proper oases.

SANTIAGO EXCITED 


Over * Report That the Chilian Legation 


in Washington Bad Been Attacked 


—Chill's Reply. 


SANTIAGO, Chili, Oct. 38.—This city is 


n a fever of excitement to-night oauaed 
}y a report that the Chilian legation in 
Washington had been attacked. 


The government to-day replied to 


Jnited States Minister Egan's demand 
'or reparation for the recent attack 
upon the United States steamer Balti- 
more's crow. 
It is a refusal to 


accept responsibility 
for the affair. 


Minister Epan has notified the state 
department at Washington, and to- 
night is consulting with Consul Me- 
Ireery and Capt. Schley. 
Decisive action is looked fQr very 


quickly. The authorities of Valparaiso 
lave gone so far as to refuse to guaran- 
tee the safety of market boats sailing 
to that city from the United States 
varshlp Baltimore, or the safety qf offi- 
cers of that vessel coming ashore at 
night. 


Minister Egan, it is said, has noti- 


led his government that tbe crew of 
the Baltimore are practically boycotted, 
and nc American sailors are permitted 
to land at this po.'t. 


It is understood that Minister Egan 


expressed much surprise at the very 
strong language in which the Chilian 
fovernment's reply is couched. 


Will the rope Leave BomeP 


ROME, Oct. 89.—It is reported that 


;he pope will take decisive action be- 
fore Sunday on the question of leaving 
Some and the alternative question of 
making a modus vivondi with Italy. 
At present indications point to the lat- 
ter course, the pope'n dislike for Italy 
laving received a strong counter-irri- 
tant in the action taken by France 
against Monslgneur Qouthe-Souland, 
the archbUhop of Aix 
Since the pro- 


posed prosecution of the archbishop 
was officially announced, the pope has 
become tolerant of King Humbert's 
government, and it is even intimated 
that letters of a conciliatory character 
have passed between Premier Rudini 
and the papal secretary of state.

DUBLIN, Oct. 29.—Highly sensational 


and startling testimony was yesterday 
given at the trial of Kev. Samuel Cot-

The clergy- 
man, 
who has conducted tho affairs of 


the institution for many years, has 
often appealed to the people for pecuni- 
ary assistance, and has received large 
sums of money by subscription for tho 
maintenance of the orphanage. 


The Society for the Protection of 


Children recently made an examination 
of the manner in which the orphanage 
Is conducted, and a horrible state of af- 
fairs wa- revealed. The children were 
ragged, filtliy and covered with para- 
sites 
The toes of one child had rotted 


off, while a little girl had been chained 
by the legs to a log, and an infant 6 
weeks old, was found in the orphanage 
kitchen, 
covered 
with 
rags 
and 


flying 
of 
starvation. 
Other 
chil- 


dren 
were 
found 
in 
the 
same 


apartment crouched around a small 
fire, almost frozen and half starved. 
All the poor Httte ones were stunted in 
growth and were weak and sickly in 
health 
The sanitary condition of the 


establishment was abominable to the 
lost degree. The accused clergyman 
was committed for trial, bail being al- 
lowed in order to enable him to attend 
the sy nod of the diocese of which he is 
a member.

There is no 
better reason for assuming BHOU an atti- 
tude than That the present administra- 
tion is not Democratic. In this respect 
how different the condnot of the Bopub 
lioan press when the administration was 
Democratic. The Republican press and 
the Bepubhoan leaders are, under any 
administration, on the side of their own 
country, 
Republicans cannot harm 


iza opposition to their own country with 
patriotism,

The Chilians are provided with en ex- 


cellent defence in the Valparaiso inci- 
dent. Let them make copious excerpts 
From Secretary Blame's able letters to 
Rudim, in the New Orleans case, change 
names and local color, and the thing IB 
done. 


The most ciisual glance at the above 


will convince the reader that this Demo- 
cratic pnper has gone ont ot its way to 
misrepresent its country. The New Or- 
eimn case and the Valparaiso cose are 
un'ike. In the Valparaiso caeo Chilians 
attacked American sailors in uniform, 
which was tantamount to attacking the 
American Hug. 


In New Orleans some Italians, who 


resided and had been doing business in 
that city, were killed by a mob, It was 
not known until after the mob's work 
and been clone that they were not oit- 
7.8r.B of the United States. There was 
nothing about them to indicate that they 
were Italian citizens. They did not rep 
resent the Iiahan government in New 
Orleans, while the United States sailors 
represented the United States in Valpa 
raiso. Their uniforms advertised that 
'not, and there could have been no mis 
take as to that fact. The attack on the 
Italians in New Orleans, under the cir- 
cumstances, could in no way be con- 
strued as an inenlt to the Italian govern- 
ment. The attack upon United States 
States sailors in uniform at Valparaiso 
could be construed in no other wny than 
as a premeditated insult to the United 
States 


This is the plain difference between 


the two cases, and yet when the Demo- 
cratic press wants to stab the govern- 
ment under which it is protected it re- 
IUHOB to recognize the distinction between 
the two oases. It would improve the 
Democratic press were it to support its 
own Government for a while, and might 
servo to create some confidence in its 
loyalty to something besides getting the 
oillcca.
